Both sides did remarkably well finishing 
fourth and third respectively but were beaten to the promotion places by Bradford City and Leicester 
Fosse. At the bottom Lincoin won just nine games in 38. 

Fulham had done well to make the FA Cup semi finals but were comprehensively beaten by 
Newcastle United 6-0. In the other semi Southampton, who had lost to the eventual winners the season 
previous in the second round, saw history repeat itself as Wolves beat them 3-1. The West Midlanders. 
went on to take the Cup. That final was played at the Crystal Palace in front of 74,697 people. Wolves 
had a side with only Englishmen and sprung a major surprise as Hunt opened the scoring for them on 
the half hour. Three minutes later Hedley doubled that tally. From a corner in the second half Howie 
scored to put the northerners back in the game. Harrison scored in the last couple of minutes of the 
game to give Wolves the trophy.

Bottom of 
Division Two was Cowdenbeath. In the Scottish Cup Ceitic defeated Peebles Rovers, Rangers, Raith 
and Aberdeen to make the final against St Mirren who had defeated Third Lanark, Motherwell (in a 
replay), Hearts and Kilmarnock (in a hep ley) fo make the final.

There were ener 
mes played on Shortroods, Greenhill, and Westmarth (where they first played league 
football in 1890 — 400 yards from another league team Abercorn!). In 1894 Love Street 
was opened. With a slaughterhouse next door, a very small ground and exhorbitant rent 
it was hardly a lovely ground, 

In the early 20th century the club asked locals to dump rubbish at the ground so they 
could build it up. During the 1930s dog racing was attempted at the ground but failed (as 
did the attempt of speedway in the 1970s). 

On a Friday the 13th in 1959 the floodlights were switched on for the first time for a 
cup match versus Peebles — the result 10-0 to the Buddies, In 1977 the ground was 
‘designated’ and demands were made to fix it up. St Mirren appealed against the 
harshness of the requests and were the first club to be successful in doing this. Durins 
the 1990s the ground has been improved with a new Caledonia Stand being built behind 
the West goal. They also have built a health club and other sports facilities. All these 
new stands can be fairly empty for a first division team though. Currently they are close 
to gaining a spot in the end of season play off for the Premier League in Scotland.
